alcoholism since 1917, but is much 
lower than rates recorded prior to 
1918, the bulletin states. From 1017 
to 1920 there wns n decided down- 
ward trend in deaths due to alcohol- 
ism.Deaths due to wood alcohol poison- 
ing ntiuot included in these figures, 
it wos reported.
